From the telegraphic -weather re- 
ports tables of the density of the atmos- 
phere have been constructed, and other 
data have been collected which have 
been em bodiedjn'special charts. 


These cbssia are found to give much 


more reliable clew to the movements 
ani'origin of cyclones than the usual 
-method of the comparison of isobars and 
isotherms alone. The latest investiga- 
tions show that storms move in the di- 
rection of the warmest and dampest air, 
parallel to the lines of equal density, 
leaving the rarer air to the right hand.
